navy, in vWation of the rights of ««r 
flag, carried on with unabated 
t^nd 
severity. - If it bc our duty to «ncoupage 
the fair a»l Ifcgitimate commerce of this 
country, l<y protecting the pr-operty of 
the mer<ioant, then, indeed, by as much 
as life atd Ubcrty are more entimabile 
than slipa and goods, so much more 
imprdisive is tnu duty to shield • the 
persots of our seamen, whose hard and 
honc4t servieca arc employed, aqually 
witii those of the merchants, in advanc>

To wrongs 
so daring in character,
